JURY DEMAND REQUESTED 



Plaintiff Simulub Corporation C*Simulab"), for its complaint againsil defendant 
Synbone AO ("Synbonc"), alleges as follows: 

I. NATURE OF THE ACTION 

1. lliis is an action for patent infringement under the patent laws of the United 
States. Plaintiff Simulab is the owner of U.S. Patent No, 6,780,016 (the *016 patent) entitled 
"Human Surgical Trainer and Methods for Training." Simulab manufactures^ rents and sells a 
TraumaManCB) System covered by the '016 patent claims. The TranmaMan*' System is an 
anatomical human body form designed for medical doctors, ytudents and others to practice 
surgical procedures taught in trauma surgical skills training. The TraumaMai/' System 
consists of human torso model with sunulated human tissue structure made of an elastomcric 
composition designed specifically for surgical dissection. Defendant Synbone recently 
introduced a new product, the "PR0624 SYNMAN," for rent and sale in the United States 
COMPLAINT FOR PATENT INFRINGEMENT - 1 
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t that infringes one or more claims of the '016 patent. Through this action, Simulab seeks a 
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preliminary and permanent injunction preventing Synbone from marketing, renting, 
importing, offering to sell or yelling the accused SYNMAN device in the United States and 
for a recovery of damages caused by Synbone' s infringizig activities. 

IL PARTIES 

2. Plaintiff Simulab Corporation is a Washington corporation with its principal 
place of business in Seattle, Washington. Simulab is the owner of the entire right, title, and 
interest in U.S. Patent No. 6,780,016 (Ex. A). 

3. Defendant Synbone AG is a Swiss corporation with its principal place of 
business in Malans, Switzerland, 

III. JURISDICTION AND VENUK 

4. This Court has subject matter jurisdiction over this action pursuant to 28 
U.S.C. §§ 1331 and 1338. Thii* Court can properly exercise personal jurisdiction over 
defendant because defendant is offering to sell the accused device to prospective ctistomers in 
the state of Washington, 

5. Venue is proper in this judicial district pursuant to 28 U.S.C. §§ 1391(b) and 
(c) and § 1400(b). 

IV. PERTINENT FACTS 

6. On August 24, 2004, the United States Patent and Trademark Office issued 
U.S. Patent No. 6,780,016 entitled *llunian Surgical Trainer and Methods for I raining " The 
inventor of the '016 patent is Christopher C. Toly. Mr. Toly assigned his entire right, title and 
interest in the * 01 6 patent to Simulab. 

7. Simulab manufactures, rents and sells a TraumaMand) System covered by the 
'016 patent claims in the United States and throughout the world. The TraumaMand?) System 
allows medical institutions and othei'S to provide training in trauma response surgical 
procedures as cncotbryroidotomy, pericardiocentesis, chest tube insertion, and diagnostic

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peritoneal lavage. The IraumaMaiKfe System product features include an anatomically 

2 correct humati body torso, simulated blood flow to the operative sites, an airway system that 

3 provides an airway response to the operative sites and replaceable tissue, offering each 

4 student a "first-cut" experience in performing surgical operations. Simulab's TraumaMan® 

5 System and other products have been featured in episodes of Grey's AmUmy, the popular 

6 hospital-based television drama set in Seattle, 

7 8. Defendant Synbone recently introduced a new human torso surgical training 
X product for rent or sale in (he U.S. market, the PR0624 S YNMAN (the "SYNMAN product" 
9 or "accused SYNMAN device"). The SYNMAN product is described in a Synbone 

10 newsletter (dated March 2007) in part as foIJowi;; 'The SYNMAN enables trauma smgary 

11 training for Cricothyroidotomy, Chest tube insertioUj Pericardiocentesis, Peritoneal lavage 

12 and puncture of the bladder. All areas are covered with a realistic skin, which can be replaced 

13 as needed.'* 

14 10. Defendant Synbone is infringing the Simulab's '016 patent by offering for sale 

15 and rent, and, upon information and belief^ by importing, renting and selling the accused 

16 SYNMAN device in the United States. Upon information and belief, Synbonc's infringing 

17 conduct is vvillful. 

18 V. CLAIM FOR M)16 PATENT rNFRINGEMENT 

19 11. Plaintiff repeats ajid realleges each of the allegations contained in Paragraphs 1 

20 through 1 0 of this complaint as if fully set forth herein. 

21 12. Defendant has infringed and continues to willfully mfringe one or more claims 

22 of the '016 patent both literally and/or under the doctrine of equivalents in violation of 35 

23 U.S.C.§ 271(a) and/or (b). 

24 13. Because of defendant's acts of infringement, plaintiff has suffered, is suffering, 

25 and will continue to suffer irreparable injury unless defendant is preliminary and permanently 

26 enjoined from continuing its unlawful infringing conduct, 
COMPl .AINT FOR PATENT INKRINGEMENT - 3 
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14. As a result uf defendant's willful infringeinent of the '0)6 paten(j piaintifTis 
entitled to an award of compensaiory and exemplary daniages in an amount lo be determined 
al trial. 

VL JURY TRIAL DEMAND 

Plaintiff hereby demands a trial by jury on all issues so triable. 

VTT. PRAYER FOR RELIEF 
WIIERKFORE, plaintiff Simulab Corporation requests that a judgment be granted in 
its favor as follows: 

A. That defendant Synbone has infringed and continues to infringe one or more 
claims of the *016 patent pursuant to 35 ti.S.C. § 271(a) and/or (b); 

B. Tliat defendant and all related parties (listed m Fed.R.Civ.P. 65(d)) are 
preliminarily and permanently enjoined from further infringement of the '016 patent pursuant 
to35U.S.C.§ 283; 

C. That defendant be ordered to account for and pay plaintiff actual and 
exemplary damages to compensate plaintiff for defendant's a;;ts of willful infringement 
pursuant to 35 U-S.C. § 284; 

D. That an order be entered directing the seizure and destruction of any infringing 
accused SYNMAN devices that have been imported into the United States; 

R, That this case be deemed exceptional and that plaintiff be awarded its costs its 
reasonable attorneys' fees pursuant to 35 U.S.C. § 285 and other applicable statutes; 

F. That the Court grant such other and further relief as it may deem just and 

proper.
